_ FROM ARREST BY FRIEND. 

Former President of United States Ac- 
cused of Catching a Fish a Quarter of 
an Inch Under the Legal Length. 


Pittsfield, Mass., Aug. 380.—[Special.]—The 

difference of a quarter of an inch in the 
length of a fish caused the apprehension of 
ex-President Grover Cleveland, Dr. Bryant, 
and CaSsius Scranton in Lake Garfield by 
deputy game wardens on Wednesday after- 
noon for illegal fishing. The fact only be- 
come known today. 
. The ex-President escaped personal arrest 
only through the insistence of Mr. Scranton, 
who took upon himself all blame for the frac- 
ture of the game laws of Massachusetts. 

Grover Cleveland and his two friends were 
fishing in Lake Garfield when a boat contain- 
ing three deputy game commissioners drew 
up beside them. 

Qne of the deputies noticed in the bottom 
of the other boat a bass which appeared to be 
smaller than it really ought to be. | 
‘It was measured and found to be only 
peven and three-fourths inches long. Under 


the law a bas# measuring less than eight | 


inches long must be returned to the wateras 
soon as caught. | 

The deputies had no alternative but to 
arrest the man who had caught the fish. | 

‘*My name is Dr. Bryant of New York,” 
said the first one. ‘“‘My name is Cassius 
Scranton of New Marlboro,’ added the sec- 
ond, while the third, a large, stout man, fol- 
lowed by saying, with a smile, ‘‘ I’m Grover 
Cleveland of New Jersey.”’ 

The mention of the last name startled the 
deputies, but they did not hesitate in the per- 
formance of their duties. They insisted on 
knowing which of the trio had hooked the 
fish.

Before Mr. Gordon 
could start East—within a few hours—he 
had another message containing news of 
his wife’s death in the Cape.

SEVENTEEN LIVES LOSTIN 
_ WRECK ON GREAT NORTHERN, 


Twenty-eight Carloads- of Shingles 
‘Break Loose and Crash Into Rear of 
Passenger Train at Nyack, Mont. 


St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 31, 3 a. m.—A dispatch 
from Kalispell, Mont., says an accident on 
the Gréat Northern occurred last night at 
Nyack, Mont., in which seventeen lives were 
lost. Most of the dead are Italian laborers, 

Train No. 3, a passenger train, was stand- 
ing on the main line. Twenty-eight cars of 
shingles east of them, belonging to freight 
train No. 10, broke loose and came down a | 
grade and crashed into the rear of the pas- 
senger train. 

P. L. Downs, Assistant General Superin- 
tendent of the West end of the Great North- 
ern, was killed. Downs was pinned under 
the débris and burned to death before he 
could be rescued. How many other lives 
were lost is not known now, but the number

With the dispatch announcing the death of 
Louis Auer, son of Genera! Louis Auer of Mil- 
waukee, Wis., yesterday, came the news of 
the bravery of. Mrs. Frank M. Morris of this 
city~and her 12-year-old son George. Three 
children were takén from Pewaukee Lake 
through their efforts, all being saved from 
drowning, although Louis died later from e 
crushed skull. 
The incident that-necessitated the prompt 
action ef: Mrs. Morris and her son oceurred 
on Wednesday morning at 11 o’clock. George 
Morris and thfee playmates, ‘Stuart and 
Louis Auer and Blend Roosevelt, were play- 
ing on the bank of the lake in front of the 
Morris cottage. Not a breath of air was stir- 


ting. Suddenly, however, the bank of the 


lake seemed to crumble away. A dead oak 
tree four feet in diameter that had stood the 
hardest winds from the lake without giving 
way began sway. 


Tree Crushes the Pier. 


A cry 8f alarm from George Morris startled | 


the other lads, but, simultaneously with the 
warning, the tree crashed to the ground; 
crushing the pier on which the boys were. 
The two Auer boys and young Roosevelt 
were swept into the lake, but George Morris 
escaped by running. 

He only ran far enough, however, to es- 
cape from the heavy limbs of thetree. Then 
turning, he saw Stuart Auer and Blend 
Roosevelt struggling in the water, while 
the form of 6-year-old Louis Auer floated 
on the surface. : 

Sounding a cry for help aw he ran to the 
water, young Morris leaped into the lake, 
which is deep at the pier, and swam to where 
Louls Auer was. Grasping the boy around 
the body he held his head above water so he

would not drown.

.When the crash of the tree came Mrs. Mor- 
ris was in the cottage. Realizing that some 
accident had happened, she ran to the door, 
where she heard the cries of her son. With- 
out stopping for assistance, but calling for 
aid as she ran, she hastened to the pier and 
leaped inte the lake. Being an expert swim- 
mer she swam to where Stuart Auer and’ 
young. Roosevelt were struggling in the 
water.’ Having been taught the art of life- 
saving she had no difficulty in drawing the 
boys safely to the shore. . 

By this time neighbors had come from the 
neighboring cottages. Ex-Governor George 
W. Peck of Wisconsin, who occupies the ad- 
joining cottage, and some others succeeded

burden ashore. 
Boy’s Skull Found Broken. 

Having saved ail the children, Mrs, Morris 
turned her attention to Louls Auer. A hur- 
ried. examination showed he had been seri- 
ously injured, a limb of the tree having 
struck him fairly on the head. - A physician 
was summoned and the child was carried 
to the cottage of his father near by. Med- 
ical assistance proved unavailing and the 
lad died from his injuries yesterday. 

Freed from the responsibility of thinking 
of and for those about her, Mrs. Morris be- 
came depressed, so she decided to return 
‘home. Accompanied by her son she returned 
unexpectedjy and now is endeavoring to 
recover from her disagreeable experience. 
Her son felt no tll effects from the accident. 

Mrs. Morris is the wife of F. M. Morris, the 
book seller, and, resides at 4713 Indiana ave- 
nue.

“ The revolutionary party has 35,000 men 
in the field,”’ he continued.. ‘‘ They. are fully 
equipped with modern rifies and have plenty.

The opposition has about 20,000 men—that Is, 
the governmental party. They are poorly 
organized. 

“ The revolutionary party controls the 
Town of Honda on the Magdalena River. 
That is the principal river running into the 
interior; and Honda Is the principal town on 
the river, being the key to the whole of the 
central part of the country.

Hurley was told of the young man’s plight 
by one of the young women, but, according 
to her statement, his only reply was: “*‘ Don’t 

bother me.” Meanwhile the young man was 
etill struggling in the water, and the ex- 
cited bathers pleaded with Hurley in vain 
to go to the rescue, and offered, if he would 
not accompany them, to take the lifeboat out 
alone. Hurley's only reply was that the 
boat could not go out until the proprietor of 
the bathing pavilion gave orders. The. pro- 
prietor did not appear and Goodwin sank in 
sight of his helpless friends. After the 
drowning an angry crowd gathered about 
Hurley. He tried to excuse his failureto act 
by declaring that his duties were confined 
to those on the beach or in the bathhouses. 
This incensed the mob still more, and Hurley 
was set upon and roughly handled. The ar- 
rival of the police was perhaps all that saved 
the man’s life, and, as it was, he was severely 
beaten before he was rescued. He left town

“The Déath of the Gods,” introduced to 
the English reading publicas the work of a 
freshly discovered Russian genius, Dmitri 
Merejkowski, is no more to be ‘classed as a 
novel than ts * Wilhelm Meister ’’ or “ Ma- 
rius, the Epicurean.”’ It is indeed a series of 
detached incidents, relating more or less to 
the Emperor Julian Cesar, the successor of 
Constantine of Rome. In reality these scenes 
have an abstract rather than a concrete in- 
terest and meaning, and they are designed 
to portray the warfare in the soul between. 
} the passion for a sacrificial, devotional, and 
somber life, such as the Christian is supposed 
to lead, and the life of hedonistic, free, unre- 
flecting heathenism, such as was known 
when the gods were young.”" 

“ The Death of the Gods *’ is one of a trilogy 
presenting this large psychological idea, the 
second being ‘‘The Resurrection of the 
Gods,” of which Leonardo da Vinci is the 
hero; and the third The Anti-Christ,” which 
has for its subject Peter the Great.
